“Leamington Slept Here — — 


At Alexander’s Bosque Bonita 


Robert A. Alexander III, whose family 
at Woodburn Stud contributed so much 
to American turf history, owns Bosque 
Bonita Stud. in Woodford County. Ky. 
Last fall, when Bally Ache was retired 
to Bosque Bonita, he was greeted by 
Kentuckians with glasses raised on high. 
A few of the welcomers, wandering over 
the farm named by irascible Gen. Abe 
Buford upon his return from the Mexican 
War. happened upon an old log stable. 


“That’s the barn where General Buford 
kept *Leamington and, later, Enquirer.” 
Alexander said. “Haven't decided yet 
whether to tear it down or fix it up.” 


This week, Alexander produced some 
color pictures showing the preservation 
job on the one-stall barn which housed 2 
of America’s leading stallions of nearly 
a century ago. 

*Leamington was imported in the fall 
of 1865. by Sir Roderick W. Cameron, 
Canadian shipping magnate who main- 
tained a Thoroughbred breeding establish- 
ment, Clifton Stud, on Staten Island. Sir 
Roderick elected to stand his horse in 
Kentucky and sent him to General Bu- 
ford for the 1866 season. 

Buford’s stallion advertisement stated 
in part, “The truth is, though *Leaming- 
ton was sometimes defeated (*Leaming- 
ton won eight of 25 races in England) it 
was strongly suspected that he was then 
out of condition; and we have heard the 
remark made by one of the best judges 
that there was on the island, that nobody 
ever knew him to be beaten when the 
money was on.” 

Buford advertised the horse for $200 
and. fresh from fighting Yankees as a 
member of Nathan’ Forrest’s cavalry,

July 1, 1961 


allowed that “those breeders in the East 
who subscribed to *Leamington when he 
was advertised at $250 can still breed 
at that price.” 

The ad pulled few mares and Sir Roder- 
ick removed his stallion to Staten Island 
the following season. 


However, from the 9 foals sired by 
*Leamington in his only Kentucky sea- 
son, came 6 horses of the first rank: 
Enquirer, Longfellow, Littleton, Lynch- 
burg. Anna Mace, and Miss Alice. 

Enquirer was the champion 3-year-old 
of 1870. unbeaten in 6 starts. In the Phoe- 
nix Hotel Stakes at Lexington, he dis- 
tanced Longfellow; 4 days later in the 
Citizens Stakes. he defeated Littleton. In 
the Continental Hotel Stakes at Monmouth 
Park he whipped Lynchburg and Maggie 
B. B. and 5 days later, in the Robins 
Stakes, he vanquished Kingfisher (winner 
of the Belmont and Travers). In his final 
start of the year, the Kenner Stakes at 
Saratoga. he defeated Hamburg.

Harold. Sensation. Spinaway. Iroquois 
and others, *Leamington topped Amer- 
ica’s sire lists in 1875, 1877, 1879. and 
1881.

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On Dreams of Glory 


Now we are coming up to that wonder- 
ful season of the year when a buyer of 
yearlings needs extrasensory perception 
and a seller of yearlings needs tranquil- 
izers, 

There are 314 yearlings catalogued to 
he sold at Keeneland July 24-26, 267 to 
he sold at Saratoga August 7-11, and an- 
other 120 to be offered at Del Mar Au- 
gust 21-22. These 3 auctions, representing 
the pick of the crop, may be expected to 
dispose of about 36 per cent of the year- 
lings to be offered under the hammer. 
The yearlings in these sales should bring 
a total of about $7,000,000, or about 70 
per cent of the money to be expended in 
Thoroughbred yearling auctions in the 
United States and Canada in 1961, as- 
suming that the market behaves in its 
usual manner. The 1,100 or 1,200 year- 
lings to be sold in later auctions probably 
will bring about $3,000,000. 

Some of the need for ESP on the part 
of the buyer has been taken out of the 
summer sales by pre-selection. The pres- 
sure of competition for space in these 
auctions of prime stock has ebliged ven- 
dors and sales organizations to set high 
standards for admission to the cata- 
logues, with the result that horses from 
these more or less exclusive auctions have 
made records far exceeding. in plain and 
fancy performance, the records of horses 
from the yearling auctions in the years 
before the second World War. 

The buyer from the summer auctions 
is no longer at a disadvantage in compe- 
tition with the more successful private 
breeders. On the contrary. he may have 
gained a slight advantage. in that he is 
offered better stock. on the average. than 
was sold. say. 30 years ago, and the 
breeder or vendor already has taken a 
major share of the risks of death. deform- 
ity. and disabling injury. 

It is these and other risks. that put 
the vendor of yearlings in need of tran- 
quilizers. for he is engaged in a more 
risky enterprise than the one who does 
the buying. Day in, day out, around the 
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clock, he faces a multitude of hazards. 
and he lies awake in the knowledge that 
a single stroke of ill luck may turn a 
prospective profit into a nearly certain 
less. If he is overpaid occasionally. he 
has earned it—in dollars. sweat. and in- 
somnia. 

The buyer lies down to dreams of 
glory. In his waking moments, however, 
he puts aside the most fanciful of the 
dreams and accepts in relative calm the 
hazards that are left for him to face. With 
every yearling comes a guarantee of 
euphoria, but when hope is dashed down, 
the owner is—or is supposed to be— 
sufficiently independent and detached to 
survive without trauma, and to buy an- 
other yearling. 

Whether one sells or buys. he experi- 
ences the fascination of one of the live- 
liest and most enthralling games in this 
wide and wacky world. When he wins, he 
has the satisfaction of success. When he 
Ioses, he has the company of distinguished 
losers; out of the well of experience he 
draws the ennobling virtue of humility— 
in quantity. 

There are times when a single incident 
may furnish enough humility to ennoble 
nearly everybody concerned. At the 
Keeneland summer sales in 1958. the 
cuctioneer was having difficulty in getting 
2 raise on a bid of $1.600, when he looked

down at the yearling in the ring and re- 
jected him from the auction then and 
there. The colt appeared to be lame and 
to have a badly formed knee. 

“Who let that thing in here?” the 
auctioneer demanded, rhetorically, since 
he knew who had let that thing in there. 
“Take him out. Take him home.” 

They took him out and took him home, 
and at the last count Take Him Home 
had won 10 races. 


The Forum Is Still Open 


With reference to an editorial in last 
week’s issue. Mrs. A. E. Smith. secretary 
to the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners, writes from her offices 
in Lexington: 

“ . If you attended the committee ses- 
sions at the NASRC convention, I think 
you will agree they had every aspect of 
an Open Forum. Turf representatives and 
the press were invited to attend these 
committee meetings and discuss the prob- 
lems at hand. I know of no other turf 
organization which sets aside a full day 
of committee meetings for visiting rep- 
resentatives to be heard before final recom- 
mendations are made on the floor of the 
convention. 

“It is necessary at times for the com- 
missioners to have some opportunity to 
discuss recommendations. as they are the 
ones to vote and make final decisions.” 

Mrs. Smith is quite correct, as she 
usually is. The forum was still open at 
the 1961 convention in Toronto, and _ pre- 
sumably it will be open at the 1962 con- 
vention in Los Angeles. The questions 
we raised were (1) whether the forum 
was still useful to the commissioners 
themselves in reaching decisions on con- 
troversial issues. and (2) whether. in 
1961. it presented to the public a de- 
liberate overemphasis of an irrelevant as- 
pect of the argument against medication. 

If the commissioners learn from out- 
siders. instead of simply tolerating them, 
and if both sides of an argument may 
be presented with a minimum of distor- 
tion. may the forum roar forever.

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OWL OF FLOWERS’ romp in the 
Coaching Club American Oaks had 
a special significance both to 
Brookmeade Stable’s Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane and to veteran Preston Burch, gen- 
eral manager of the stable and father of 
trainer Elliott Burch. 

The elder Burch. who had bred, owned. 
and trained the 193] winner, Tambour. 
had waited 30 years for a second success. 
Mrs. Sloane. though she had tried. never 
had won the race before. 

“T hoped someday I could win it again.” 
Burch said, nostalgically, “and I’m glad 
this was the one.” 

Mrs. Sloane said. “I’m thrilled to death 
we won the Oaks. It was the first won by 
Brookmeade. And I’m very proud to also 
have bred the sire (Sailor) and dam 
(Flower Bowl) of Bowl of Flowers. It’s 
plain Brookmeade breeding all the way.” 

What was next for last year’s queen 
of the 2-year-old filly ranks, now bidding 
for the 3-year-old crown this year? 

“First,” Burch said, “we’re going to 
rest her for about a month. She won't 
run until the Alabama, in August at Sar- 
atoga. I’m very pleased the way she ran 
today. and she came out of the race 
fine.” 

The pace of the Coaching Club Oaks 
was slow. with Bowl of Flowers making 
her move earlicr than had been planned. 
She won by 51% lengths, with Funloving 
second and Mighty Fair third. The time 
for the 114 miles was 2:0315. The track 
record is 2:00. 

“It was real slow.” said jockey Eddie 
Arcaro. “Practically everybody was stand- 
ing up in the saddle on the backside. I 
noticed Funloving didn’t open up a big 
lead, and I wasn’t going to let her steal 
it. At the half-mile I busted into my 
horse to make her grab Funloving. I 
wanted her to know I was there with 
Bowl of Flowers. 

“T hit her 2 or 3 times turning for 
home. and she drew out on those horses 
like she should.” 

Arcaro added that his filly had broken 
poorly, hitting the side of the starting 
gate. “She banged the gate coming out.” 
Arcaro said, “and jarred me a little. She’s 
usually a pretty good gate horse.” 

Funloving had taken the Mother Goose 
2 weeks before. beating Bowl of Flowers 
by a head at a mile and an eighth. But 
Saturday, under a tight rein in the early 
running, and with never more than a 
length and a half to spare. the filly could 
not match Bowl of Flowers’ bid. 

“T had orders to save her all I could.” 
said Funloving’s rider, Bob Ussery. “and 


Brookmeade Stable’s Bowl of Flowers 
atoned for her narrow loss to Funloy- 
ing in the Mother Goose Stakes by 
beating Ogden Phipps’ filly 51. lengths 
in the Coaching Club American Oaks. 
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déurch, and Bowl of Flowers 


not to open much of a lead. I did all I 
could.” 

Bowl of Flowers picked up a check of 
$75.806 in winning the Oaks, which had 
a value of $116.625. She paid $2.90. The 
race was run at level weights, 121 pounds. 
In the Mother Goose, Bowl of Flowers 
hed spotted Funloving 4 pounds. 121 to 
117. 

The Brookmeade filly previously had 
won the Acorn. If she had been able to 
win the Mother Goose. her sweep of the 
3 races would have earned her a bonus 
ef $25,000. 

Racing secretary Tommy Trotter has 
proposed that the Acorn-Mother Goose- 
C. C. A. Oaks series be run at scale 
weight of 121 pounds next year. 

Troiter claims that no other track has 
3 successive filly races, deliberately sched- 
uled to determine a champion. “We hope 
we can come up with the best fillies in 
the country next year by listing all 3 
events at scale weights.” Trotter said. “I 
have an idea we'll draw larger fields, too. 
Right now. the fillies are taking the 
play from the colts.” 

The filly classics were set up as a kind 
of “triple crown” this year for the first 
time. The Acorn and Oaks were at scale 
weight, but the Mother Goose was a con- 
dition race. 

Trotter hopes that by scheduling the 
races properly he will be able to persuade 

-s, stables to save their fillies. Certainly 
there would be less inclination to run 
2 filly in the Kentucky Derby—or in any 
of the other spring classics. 

Silver Spoon tried the Derby in 1959 
and finished fifth. “Silver Spoon was a 


asking a lot of her at the time. The New 
York series would give a filly a better 
chance. and they would be racing in their 
own division. I think stables will by-pass 
the Derby hereafter.”

It was the second victory in 2 starts 
for Battle Joined. Trainer Woody Ste- 
phens said, “He’s staked all the way. 
We'll take it easy with him now and run 
him again at Saratoga.” 


Schulhofer and Dubassoff 


“T almost pulled a Shoemaker,” jockey 
Flint Schulhofer said in the paddock 
after the Meadow Brook Steeplechase 
Handicap. won by *Muguet II. 


*Muguet II won by a nose. A stride 
or 2 before the horses crossed the finish 
line. Schulhofer almost pulled up his 
horse. 


“I misjudged it for a moment,” Schul- 
hofer said. “If I'd got beat I would have 
been crucified. (The horse paid $4.10). 
I was looking at Tuscarora. It was then 
for a stride I almost pulled up my 
horse.” 


Schulhofer is a_ pleasant, intelligent 
rider of 35 who has been riding over 
jumps for 11 years. He is contract rider 
for Joseph Schiff, a Wall Street broker, 
and is employed as an exercise boy, as- 
sistant trainer, and jockey by Oleg Du- 
bassoff. 

Schulhofer gets up at dawn each day, 
and works *Muguet II, Our Jeep, Juven- 
tus, and some 2-year-olds at F. Ambrose 
Clark’s estate in Westbury. He does not 
school or work the jump horses over hur- 
dles or brush during the racing season. 
“Mr. Dubassoff never has us jump horses 
during the season. All the schooling is 
done during the winter at our farm, in 
Aiken, South Carolina. 

“All we do during the season is gallop, 
breeze and walk them, like a flat horse. 
We don’t work them as fast as the flat 
runners, and when we gallop we go 
lenger distances.” 

Schulhofer and Dubassoff said *Muguet 
Ii has been held back by bad feet. “He 
won the Temple Gwathmey last year with 
a quarter-crack in his hoof,” Schulhofer 
said. ‘When he is right and sound, I think 
he is the best steeplechase horse since 
Neji.” 

Schulhofer has suffered many injuries. 
‘But I like it, I like it. If I didn’t I 
wouldn’t be ridng. It’s in your blood. 
I broke my back twice; I broke my 
collar bone and pelvis and just about 
everything else.” 

Flint attended the Citadel for 2 years 
as a pre-veterinary student after World 
War II. Then he returned to the tracks 
to work for Dubassoff. He’s been with 
him ever since. 

Dubassoff is a shrewd hand with horses, 
whether they run on the grass, over jumps,

With the Return of Beau Prince 


Calumet’s Fortunes Improving 


By Neal Eskridge 


Oceanport. Last March. Calumet 
Farm seemed to hold an especially strong 
hand. Four-year-old Yorky had swamped 
the best handicap horses in Florida. Beau 
Prince was the coming thing in the 3-year- 
old division, and Plum Cake had won a 
division of Hialeah’s Jasmine and was 
called a potential threat to Brookmeade’s 
Bowl of Flowers in the 3-year-old filly 
division. Prince’s Gate and Sun Glint 
gave trainer Jimmy Jones a strong, if not 
overpowering, hand in the filly-and-mare 
ranks. The barn was brimming with 
good-looking 2-year-olds. 

“Then, my horses fell apart on me.” 
said trainer Jimmy Jones. shortly after 
Beau Prince won Monmouth’s Lamplight- 
er Handicap. against second-line 3-year- 
olds last Saturday. June 24. 

“Maybe this is the beginning of a run 
of good luck.” Jones shrugged. “Last 
summer in Chicago. I thought so highly 
of this colt I could hardly wait to get to 
the barn in the mornings to see him. He’s 
had a lot of misfortune. though. Sprained 
hip, and then he stepped on a stone at 
Gulfstream Park. 

“T still think he’s got a lot of potential. 
but the time you really look forward to 
has changed. The year has slipped away. 
He still has me looking forward. but | 
missed the most important part of his life. 
the spring of his 3-year-old year. I really 


hoped he could run in the Kentucky 
Derby, the Preakness. and the Belmont 
Stakes, but luck was against me. Well, 
anyhow, his race today was a step in the 
right direction, although I don’t think he 
beat top colts.” 

Beau Prince won the Lamplighter, with 
a sudden finishing burst inside the eighth- 
pole, by 2 lengths over Hill-N-Dale Farm’s 
Polarity, at 90 to 1—the longest shot on 
the board. A week before, the Calumet 
colt had run second to Sailor Beware in a 
1,);-mile affair, his first outing since the 
Florida Derby. Elkcam Stable’s winner 
had benefitted from a masterful ride on 
the lead by Braulio Baeza and from 
Beau Prince’s inability to handle the dis- 
tance after his long lay-off. 

In the Lamplighter, Steve Brooks let 
Beau Prince lope along for the first half- 
mile, and only then did he begin picking 
up horses. Leaving the backstretch, Po- 
larity. ridden by Chris Rogers. rushed past 
Beau Prince and appeared to cut over in 
front of him. : 

“No. Steve said Polarity didn’t bother 
him.” Jones said. “Personally I think 
Polarity moved too soon, but he didn’t 
bother Beau Prince. I think I’ve got 
Rogers pretty well schooled on that. He 
bothered my horse (Yorky) last winter 
in the Widener in Florida on a_ horse 
(Bourbon Prince) who had no chance in 
the race. and I raised such a fuss about 


Caiumet Farm’s Beau Prince, which missed the spring classics because of a 
stone bruise suffered in Florida, came back with a good win in the Lamplighter. 
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it. I don’t think he’ll ever do it to me 
again. A lot of people (including the 
Hialeah stewards) thought I was wrong 
for complaining so loud about it, but I 
still think I was right, and I’d do it 
again. 

“I’m sure my owners don’t send their 
horses out to get busted up, and I know 
I don’t do all the work I do just to see 
things like that happen. Jockeys just 
come out to the race track in the after- 
noon, do things like that, and then go 
home in the evening happy.” 

At the quarter-pole in the Lamplighter, 
Brooks steered Beau Prince inside Po- 
larity, which was circling *Merry Ruler 
and Rullah Red. This may have been the 
stratagem to which Jones was alluding 
when he said: “I’ve learned a few things 
about Beau Prince. but I’m not going to 
say what. It might give the opposition a 
gun to hit me with. 

“His next start will be in the Arlington 
Classic on July 8.” 

And why not the $75,000 Dwyer at 
Aqueduct on July 15? Neither Carry 
Back nor Sherluck. the division’s leaders, 
will be in that one. Sherluck will be flown 
West for the Hollywood Derby, and Carry 
Back will not run until the Choice 
Stakes. a Monmouth on August 2. 

“H-m-m-m.” deliberated Jones. “Well, 
that’s a handicap. and I would probably 
be giving weight away. But then again, 
I don’t go around looking for those other 
fellows—like you don’t go around look- 
ing for Rocky Marciano. Right now, be- 
cause Beau Prince has already missed 
the big races. I’m interested in paying 
some bills. so I might think about the 
Dwyer. 

“The thing to do now is pick some 
races he can win. He goes in the Whirl- 
away family a little bit, you know, but 
he’s made a lot of mistakes. He doesn’t 
have real keen racing savvy.” 

This was the first year that Calumet 
had stabled its main division at Monmouth 
Park instead of shipping to Chicago for 
the summer. 

“T made the arrangements last winter 
to stay in New Jersey because it looked 
like the East had so much to offer.” 
Jones said. “Between Monmouth, Dela- 
ware. and New York. there’s a lot of 
races for my good horses—and even New 
England is only a short trip. I hope our 
run of injuries is over so I can run in 
all those races I planned.” 

Jones said that Yorky and Plum Cake 
were ready to run again. 

“Everything has to break just right,” 
he explained. “If I can get a race for 
Yorky at 6 furlongs and the weather stays 
good, I'll make the Monmouth Handicap 
($100.000 on July 15). And Plum Cake’s 
going to run in the Monmouth Oaks 
($50,000 on July 22), although I wish

Los ANGELEs. Hollywood Park’s $50,000 
Cinema Handicap is the most important 
stakes of the season leading up to the 
Der'sy at the Inglewood course. When 18 
3-year-olds were entered for the 9-furlong 
event, vice president and general manager 
James D. Stewart called Charles Leavitt, 
president of the California division of 
the HBPA. and suggested that the stakes 
be split. Leavitt agreed it would be a 
good idea. but appointed a committee of 
horsemen at the track to make the final 
decision, 

It was decided that. in order to min- 
imize the chances of poor racing luck 
eliminating one or more of the contenders. 
the Cinema should be split. 


By a strange stroke of luck, the top- 
weighted Four-And-Twenty (126), Mr. 
America (122), and Olden Times (120) 
drew into the same division. Rex Ells- 
worth’s rugged Bushel-n-Peck. only filly 
in the field was topweight, at 117 pounds. 
in the other division, and the Saturday 
afternoon crowd of 48.009 made her a 
3-to-2 favorite. 

In her previous races. Bushel-n-Peck 
had shown a tendency to bear out. and it 
was this habit, very likely. that had 
brought about the only defeat of her ca- 
reer, by Rose O’Neill in the Hollywood 
Oaks. For the Cinema. trainer Mish 
Tenney contrived a one-eyed blinker that 
not quite, but almost, covered her right 
eye. She was given only a slit through 
which she could peek, but her left eye 
was uncovered. The result was that she 
ran perfectly true. for perhaps the first 
time in her career. 

From Ellsworth’s ranch in Chino, Calif., 
have come the immortal Swaps and other 
good colts. but the chances are that 
Bushel-n-Peck. judged off her excellent 
performance in the Cinema, is probably 
the finest filly he has ever bred. 


Bushel-n-Peck was the fourth foal of 
*Dama II. which previously had given 
Ellsworth the good runners Times Ace 
and Free Copy. also to the cover of 
*Khaled. *Dama. a winner in France, is 
a half-sister to the Irish Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Claro and to the Im- 
perial Produce Stakes winner *Kisaki. 

A Bar Stable’s Double Lea. riding a 
winning streak of 3, raced head and head 
with the strapping brown filly to the far 
turn. When given her head and put to 
pressure, Bushel-n-Peck pulled away at 
the top of the stretch and went on to 
win comfortably. C. V. Whitney’s Song- 
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Bushel-n-Peck (above) and Four-and-Twenty won divisions of the Cinema 
Handicap at Hollywood Park. The filly did 9 furlongs in 1:48, the colt in 1:47. 
Bushel-n-Peck, a daughter of “Khaled and *Dama II, earlier this year had won 
the Honeymoon Stakes; in her only defeat she was second to Rose O’Neill in the 
Hollywood Oaks. Four-and-Twenty, a son of Blue Prince, had been highly 
regarded for the spring classics, but did not do well away from home. 
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man closed well enough to beat Double 
Lea for place honors, but he was not a 
menace to the Ellsworth filly. 


A daughter of *Khaled out of *Dama 
II, Bushel-n-Peck ran the mile and a 
furlong in 1:48, with the mile in 1:3514. 

After the race, Ellsworth and Tenney 
said they would consider putting up a 
$5,000 fee to make Bushel-n-Peck a sup- 
plementary nominee for the Hollywood 
Derby. They have until July 4 to make 
up their minds. : 

The filly’s time was a full second 
slower than Four-and-Twenty required 
in winning the other division of the Cin- 
ema by more than 4 lengths. He raced 
into the lead at the start ,and reeled off 
some amazing fractions—the quarter in 
72234, the half in :452%5, 6 furlongs in 
1:0914, and the mile in 1:3414. 

Four-and-Twenty has been a tempera- 
mental sort of colt, with an aversion for 
running inside of other horses. Johnny 
Longden was caught in a trap like that 
in the recent Argonaut Stakes, and he 
said the colt sulked and took back. This 
time, Longden opened up with such speed 
that there was no chance of another 
running with him, and Four-and-Twenty 
had things his own way on the front end. 

Longden later said that it was the finest 
race Four-and-Twenty has ever run. 


The Blue Prince colt out of *Sixpence 
II made only one mistake. At about the 
three-sixteenths-pole, he spied the start- 
ing gate, and veered out sharply. Long- 
den went after him with the whip, and 
Four-and-Twenty got his mind back on 
the race, breezing under the wire an 
easy winner. Mr. America was second, 
with We’re Hoping third. Speak John, 
which Elmendorf had shipped from New 
York for the Cinema and the Hollywood 
Derby, was sixth, beaten 12 lengths. 

In the Hollywood Derby, on July 8, 
Four-and-Twenty and Bushel-n-Peck, if 
she goes, are likely to encounter more 
serious contention from the East as Jacob 
Sher’s Sherluck and Mrs. Robert Dotter’s 
Guadalcanal are expected at Inglewood 


for the $100,000 event.

Bowl of Flowers lost by a head to the front- 
running Funloving in the 9-furlong Mother Goose 
Stakes on June 10, but the Belmont Park players 
backed her even more heavily when the 2 fillies 
met again in the C. C. A. Oaks. In the Mother 
Goose, Brookmeade’s champion had been 4 to 5; in 
the Oaks, at a more suitable distance, she went off 
at 45 to 100, with Funloving the second choice 
at 3.80 to 1. 

Funloving set the pace, and after a quarter-mile 
she held a lead of a length over the favorite. The 
front-runner made it 2 lengths approaching the far 
turn, but Bowl of Flowers then began to close the 
gap. Bowl of Flowers drew alongside at the end 
of the mile, then moved into command. Near the 
furlong-pole the favorite veered in toward the rail, 
and Funloving’s jockey stood up in his stirrups, 
as if he had been fouled, but there was no con- 
tact, and Bowl of Flowers drew away rapidly, 
winning by 5% lengths. 

Recent rains had made the track quite fast.

American Race Horses, 1960, to be 
published soon by the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association, will in- 
clude a comprehensive sire list in which 
the record of each runner in 1960 is 
given in summary under the name of the 
sire. Along with a variety of other infor- 
mation, the cumulative or lifetime pro- 


geny index for each sire is given, and in 
most cases the stallion’s racing index is 
given. In a few cases the racing index, 
or ratio of actual earnings to average 
expectancy. is absent simply because there 
was insufficient time to gather all the 
information and make all the calcula- 
tions. In other instances, especially in

In the 1960 volume of American Race 
Horses, however, there were 1,258  stal- 
lions with racing indexes reported and 
with a total of at least 40 year-starters in 
North American racing. These compre- 
hensive figures may be used for re-exam- 
ining the degree of relationship between 
the racing success of the sire and the 
racing success of his offspring, taken as 
a group. Until the list was introduced in 
its present format in the 1958 volume of 
American Race Horses, there was no 
adequate basis for determining to what 
degree the demonstrated racing ability of 
the individual could be used in predicting 
the racing ability of his offspring. 

Results of comparing the racing indexes 
of the 1,258 stallions with the group 
indexes of their respective progeny are 
set forth in accompanying tables. 


Content of Table I 


The total at the bottom of the first 
column in Table I shows 167. stallions 
with racing indexes upwards of 20.00, 
that is, with individual earnings which 
were at least 20 times the average ex- 
pectancy of the years in which they raced, 
in whatever countries their racing was 
done. Reading down from the top of the 
column, it is seen that 14 of these had 
progeny indexes upwards of 3.40, that is, 
their offspring earned at least 3.40 times 
their average expectation per starter per 
year. One other had a progeny index

Among 55 horses which earned at least 
15 times average expectation, but less 
than 20 times average expectation, 1 had 
progeny which earned more than 3.40 
times the annual expectancy per starter. 
1 other reached the 3.20 level, 2 others 
were above 2.80. The tabulation gives 
the actual distribution at each of several 
levels of success. ; 

The last column of Table I shows the 
total number of stallions reaching a given 
level of success. Of the 18 horses in the 
highest category as sires, 14 were in the 
highest category as race horses, earning 
more than 20 times average expectation, 
3 others were in the 3 next-highest cate- 
gories as race horses, and 1 was unraced. 
. . . Dropping to a line near the bottom 
of the table, it may be noted that 225 
stallions had progeny indexes between 
40 and .59 (indicating earnings equiva- 
lent to 40 to 59 per cent of average ex- 
pectation), that 2 of these came from 
the most successful group of runners, 
1 other from the 15-to-19.99 range. and 
so on. 


Cumulative Percentage and Probability 


In Table II the results from Table I 
are translated into cumulative percent- 
ages, which are most easily understood if 
read first from the bottom upward. Of

the stallions with racing indexes ranging 
upward from 20.00. 1 per cent had pro- 
geny indexes below .60. 8 per cent 
below .80. 22 per cent below 1.00. and 
so on. By subtracting 74 from 100. it may 
be determined that 26 per cent of the 
most successful runners had progeny in- 
dexes ranging upward from 2.00. 

When read from left to right. Table IT 
reveals the chance of stud success asso- 
ciated with each level of racing ability. 
insofar as racing ability may be esti- 
mated from the rate of earnings. The 
.80-.99 line. for instance. reveals that 
progeny indexes below 1.00 were re- 
corded for 22 per cent of the stallions 
with racing indexes above 20.00. 24 per 
cent of the stallions with racing indexes 
between 15.00 and 19.99. and 90 per 
cent of the stallions with racing indexes 
below 1.00. 

Table III. derived from the cumulative 
percentages in Table II. restates the re- 
sults in such a wav as to show the actual 
chance that a stallion will reach a given 
level of success. insofar as that chance 
mav he determined from the single factor 
of the horse’s own rate of earnings during 
his racing career. 

Of the horses which earned at least 20 
times average expectation 78 per cent 
had progeny indexes upwards of 1.00; 57 
per cent reached the level of 1.40; 26

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per cent had progeny which earned at 
least twice the average expectation per 
runner per year; and 10 per cent attained 
a very high level of success, their off- 
spring winning at least 3 times the aver- 
age expectation. 
Observations from the Results 

The chance of reaching a given level 
of success declines as the racing index of 
the sire declines. The differences become 
more pronounced as the standard of suc- 
cess is raised. An index of 2.00 was 
attained by 26 per cent of the horses 
with racing indexes upwards of 20.00, 
by 20 per cent of the 15.00-to-19.99 group, 
by 5 per cent of the 10.00-to-14.99 group, 
by 3 per cent of the 5.00-to-9.99 group. 

If the 756 stallions with racing indexes 
below 5.00 and unraced are taken as a 
group. only 18 per cent reached the level 
of 1.00; 5 per cent reached 1.40; 1 per 
cent attained a progeny index of 2.00; 
and about one-fourth of 1 per cent had 
progeny indexes of 3.00 and upward. The 
most successful sires in this group are 
*Alibhai, Anyoldtime. Take Away. Beau 
Max. Crowfoot. and King’s Stride. The 
unraced *Alibhai is still described by 
Daniel S. Midkiff. one of the first archi- 
tects of the late L. B. Mayer’s racing and 
breeding empire. as “the fastest horse 
I ever saw.”

There is no supposition, of course, that 
successful racing increases the actual 
genetic merit of a stallion; the degree 
of racing ability serves only as the most 
important single factor in making a tenta- 
tive selection of a prospective stallion. 
Phenotype, as indicated by performance, 
is the best preliminary clue to genotype, 
which will be indicated by the perform- 
ance of the offspring. : 

By way of corollary, pedigree offers 
no substantial basis for predicting the 
degree of success to be attained by a 
stallion. Its importance lies mainly in the 
assumption of its importance. That is, 
the ancestry of an individual usually is 
assigned more weight than it actually 
carries, hence popularity and opportunity 
tend to vary according to subjective judg- 


From 167 stallions with racing indexes of 20.00 and up- 
ward, 42.5 per cent with North American progeny indexes of 
1.60 and upward. Progeny records complete, except for *Sir 


ment of pedigree. Even so, the results of 
this study, if examined closely, are enough 
to raise the question whether selection 
on the basis of pedigree represents any 
perceptible improvement over random 
chance. 


The Top 11 Per Cent 


The accompanying lists of successful 
stallions from each of the several groups, 
as classified by racing index, account for 
all sires which had (1) progeny racing 
in 1960, (2) a total of at least 40 year- 
starters, and (3) progeny indexes of 1.60 
and upward. Altogether the lists include 
the top 11 per cent of the 1,258 stallions 
which met the first and second of the 
above conditions. 

More than half of these successful stal- 
lions came from the 167 horses with racing 
indexes of 20.00 and upwards; 71 of the 
top racing group had progeny indexes of 


1.60 and up, against a total of 68 from 
the 1.091 horses with lower racing indexes. 
From the 756 horses with racing indexes 
below 5.00 and unraced, 21, or 2.8 per cent. 
had progeny indexes of at least 1.60, and 
9, or 1.2 per cent, reached the level of 2.00. 

The results from the low racing index 
groups may be searched for clues as to 
the relative importance of pedigree in pre- 
dicting success in the stud. Since there 
is no standard for measuring the value of 
a pedigree, it is easy to jump to conclu- 
sions which could not be reached by 
mathematical analysis; the wary reader 
will look before he leaps. Perhaps he 
should withhold judgment until he has 
examined the entire list of horses in the 
lower echelons of racing class, as avail- 
able in American Race Horses. His 
probable conclusion, if he attempts close 
analysis: sires with what he will call good 
pedigrees appear in about the same pro-

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portion in the whole group as they appear 
among the leaders. 

Pedigree, of course, will never cease 
to be a matter of primary consideration 
for the breeder. because it will always 
exert an important influence in deter- 
mining market values. The strength of 
this influence rises most directly from the 
very obscurity in which judgment of pedi- 
gree must be made, that is, from the varia- 
tion of opinion as to where the dividing 
lines are to be drawn between poor and 
fair, fair and good, good and excellent. 


Predict With Caution 


Finally, the results of the study have 
an important bearing on the preliminary 
appraisal of the probable degree of suc- 
cess to be attained by untried young 
stallions and horses still in training. In 
making such estimates. or predictions, it 
should be remembered that the percentage 
of sires reaching a given level of success 
cannot be altered to any large degree; 
about 6 per cent of the total population 
will continue to have progeny indexes 
above 2.00 and about 2 per cent above 
3.00. Since it is impossible to make pin- 
point predictions as to which horses will 
reach the highest levels of success, there 
is statistical evidence cautioning against 


an excess of optimism, even in the case of 
an acknowledged champion of impeccable 
breeding. 


For such a young horse it is suggested 
that the predicted progeny index should 
be estimated at 2.50 plus or minus .50, 
that is, that the offspring should be ex- 
pected to win between 2 and 3. times 
the average expectation of the years in 
which they race. A very small number 
will rise above this range, of course, but 
none of them can be predicted with con- 
fidence. and only a small proportion of 
them, if they spend as much as 8 or 10 
years in stud service. will continue in- 
definitely at the extreme level of success 
indicated by a progeny index of more 
than 3.00. 

Count Fleet, Citation, Stymie, and War 
Admiral, for instance, have attained the 
approximate degree of success that should 
be expected of top-class horses. There 
is an irresistible tendency to expect from 
younger champions a higher level of suc- 
cess than the probabilities indicate, with 
the unfortunate result that some of them 
are condemned as failures in spite of 
their success. The measure of the excep- 
tional sire can be taken, in the long run, 
only from the total performance of his 
offspring. J. A. Estes

right now I could reverse the dates on 
those 2 races. But both Yorky and Plum 
Cake seem to be right again.

Sun Glint and Prince’s Gate, both 
stakes winners this year, have been nom- 
inated for the Molly Pitcher Handicap 
at Monmouth, with the Delaware Handi- 
cap their next big objective. 

All this, and 2-year-olds, too. Jones 
already has shown a pair of good fillies 
in *Fair Summer (*Royal Palm—Mid- 
summer Fair, by Big Game) and Giggles 
(Helioscope—Bubbley, by Bull Lea).

There were little more than 3 lengths 
from the first to the 11th horse; it was 
only 8 lengths from first to last. 

“Wow! I finally made it!” whooped 
Big Smitty in the winner’s circle. Mighty 
Hillsdale had gone wrong shortly before 
the 1960 race, won by Little Fitz, 

American Comet, which Smith had 
claimed for $15,000 2 years ago in Cali- 
fornia, hiked his lifetime winnings to

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Oink Takes Laurance Armour; 


Ridan Scores Impressively

Cuicaco. Horse players sometimes just 
won't believe past performances. At Ar- 
lington Park on Saturday, June 24, jockey 
Johnny Sellers went into the $30.000- 
added Laurance Armour Memorial Handi- 
cap seeking his fifth victory of the day. 
and his mount. Jacnot Stable’s Oink (by 
To Market) was after his third consecu- 
tive stakes victory. Oink. despite top 
weight of 123 pounds. was the logical 
overnight choice. 

Nevertheless. the 23.981 customers 
made Oink the third choice. at 7 to 2, 
behind Mrs. Vera E. Smith’s 3-year-old 
gelding Bass Clef (110) and Alamode 
Farm’s Mail Order (122). 

The Armour, run over a good track 
and during a drizzle. was a fine race. 
Mail Order boasted a 3-length lead after 
the first quarter-mile. with J. Graham 
Brown’s Run for Nurse (110) in second 
place, 2 lengths in advance of Oink. For 
three-quarters of a mile Mail Order and 
jockey Braulio Baeza showed the way. 
and then the 5-year-old gelding began to 
tire. Run For Nurse and Oink challenged 
the leader leaving the far turn. Run For 
Nurse held a narrow lead between calls 
in the early stretch, and then Oink 
charged alongside. 

Mrs. Mary H. Hunter’s Salason (109) 
launched a serious bid on the outside, 
and the 3 horses were less than a length 
apart with three-sixteenths of a mile to 
go. Salason faltered slightly in mid- 
stretch. but Run For Nurse yielded 
grudgingly, and it wasn’t until the final 
50 yards that the 4-year-old Oink ‘drew 
out slightly to win by a length. Salason 
was another length behind Run for Nurse. 

In a dead heat for fourth place. 114 
lengths behind Salason, were Bass Clef 
and Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Talent Show 
(112). As usual, Bass Clef was last 
coming into the final bend, made up a 
lot of ground in the last furlong. but 
without threatening .the first 3 finishers. 
Oink’s time for the 9 furlongs was 1:5014. 

Arlington’s newly-resurfaced racing 
strip was much slower than in previous 
years—at least. during the first week. One 
day over a heavy track (a condition 
which seldom prevailed in other years) 
horses ran 6 furlongs in about 1:21. 

Sellers had 16 winners for the first 
week, and this helped him maintain his 
lead nationally. Bill Hartack, who had 
edged Sellers for the riding title at the 
Balmoral meeting. had ony 6 winners the 
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first week, and was in a second-place tie 
with Baeza and Sandino Hernandez. 

Victory in the Armour was_ worth 
$19.700. pushing Oink’s earnings to $115.- 
345. He bagged his first stakes in the 
Round Table Handicap. over the grass, 
and backed this up with victory in the 
one-mile Citation Handicap, both races at 
Washington during the Balmoral meeting. 

“Oink impressed me the first time he 
ran for us.” trainer Steve Ippolito said. 
Ippolito. a Chicagoan, as is owner Jack 
Hogan, has had success in the past with 
such cast-offs as Sir Tribal and Resolved. 

“It was at Santa Anita last winter. the 
last day of December. Oink ran in a 614- 
furlong grass race, and he ran a very 
good second to that really top horse. 
Bagdad. He’s never had anything really 
wrong with him. As you can see, he’s not 
a big horse, just medium size, but he’s 
perfectly made. He’s versatile; he can 
run on just about anything.” 

Hogan agreed. “I bought Oink sight 
unseen from Bob Blackburn in New York 
last October. I’ve bought horses from Bob 
before. and he’s also steered me to some 
horses that were for sale. Steve and I 
went to New York later, and I bought 
him over the phone, and we looked him 


over. He looked all right to us. I won’t 
say how much I paid for him—I don’t 
think it’s right—but he’s easily won him- 
self out already.” 


Ridan, Big and Handsome 


The most talked-about horse at Ar- 
lington Park last week, however, was 
Mrs. Moody Jolley’s unbeaten Ridan, a 
big. handsome 2-year-old son of Nantallah 
—*Rough Shed II. Ridan won the Hyde 
Park Stakes, his first stakes venture, by 
6 lengths, smothering his opposition in 
the final furlong. 

A very close fourth for half a mile. 
Ridan opened up with his huge stride in 
the early stretch and quickly left the 
others. A 3-to-10 favorite, Ridan carried 
122 pounds and went the 51% furlongs 
over a fast but “dead” track in an 
emazing 1:0425. The track record of 
1:0325 was set by Muchausen, then 5, 
under 116 pounds in 1957. During the 
afternoon of Ridan’s run, other times 
were mediocre. 

Only 8 2-year-olds ran in the Hyde 
Park. Ridan undoubtedly scared out half 
a dozen more. Only stakes winner in the 
field was Crimson King Farm’s Crimson 
Satan, which won the Lafayette at Keene- 
land. Ridan had walloped him by 8 
lengths at Washington Park. Fred R. 
Tuerk Jr.’s Port of Mecca, beaten a nose 
by Sunrise County in the Juvenile at 
Aqueduct, was third in the Hyde Park, 
a nose behind Green Hornet. 


One of the most impressive youngsters out this year is Mrs. Moody Jolley’s 
Ridan, a 2-year-old colt by Nantallah, which won Arlington’s Hyde Park Stakes.

$239.749. A little-girl-with-a-curl kind of 
horse—very. very good or horrid—he 
hed been as unpredictable as could be. 

Last winter the gelded son of Free 
America won the $50,000 San Antonio 
Handicap. but in the $100.000 Santa Anita 
Handicap he didn’t beat a horse. 

Trainer Marty Fallon ran him once 
more at Santa Anita and 4 times at Holly- 
wood Park without making a dollar, and 
early in June the stable shipped to Chi- 
cago. 

When Californian Lynn Boice’s Physi- 
cian won the Trial. beating Little Fitz 
by 1%4 lengths. he became the favorite 
for the “Mile.” A host of invaders turned 
up for the rich race. including Calumet 
Farm’s Pied d'Or, Harbor View Farm's 
Francis S.. Llangollen Farm’s Divine 
Comedy. and Sunnyside Stable’s Resolved. 
but the crowd of 22.078 stuck with Physi- 
cian. 

In 12 runnings no favorite ever had 
won the “Mile.” and No. 13 was to be 
no exception. Physician was a 3 to 1 
choice in a 14-horse field and American 
Comet was almost 14 to 1. 

American Comet was in I1th place in 
the early running, with the stretch-run- 
ning Physician and Natego. Eight Again 
set the pace. followed by Francis S. 

After about a half-mile. Knapp found 
room to move up on the inside. The field 
surged up like a huge wave nearing the 
stretch turn and at the crest, an eighth 
of a mile from the finish, American 
Comet spilled cut in front. Alongside was 


Hymient, and all around were horses— 
Physician, Toby’s Brother, Natego, Eight 
Again. Pied d’Or. Divine Comedy. Fran- 
cis S. American Comet won by a length. 

The time, 1:43 over an unusually fast 
track. was three-fifths of a second slower 
than Physician’s winning time in the Mile 
Trial a week earlier. The fast pace had 
taken its toll. 


“The Comet’s not much to look at,” 
Smith admitted. “but that’s no beauty 
contest out there. He can run all right. 
but you never know just when he’s in the 
mood for his best.

Sidney M. Barton’s Greek Star. a 6- 
year-old son of Heather Broom. will be 
retired to the stud at Don Hardesty’s 
Bonnie Braes Farm, Lexington. Hardesty 
now is engaged in syndicating the horse. 

Greek Star was foaled on March 4. 
1955. at the Point-a-View Stud Farm of 
Joseph J. Colando. for whom he finished 
third in the 1957 King Neptune Handicap. 
Colando then sold him to Barton for 
$35.000. and under new colors the gray 
colt became a_ consistent wage-earner 
whose best performances were at the mid- 
dle distances. He was third in the 1958 
King Neptune Handicap. and in 1959, 
during which he started 27 times. he won 
the Suffolk Downs, Governor’s (at Suffolk 
Downs). Sheepshead Bay. Quaker City. 


GREEK STAR 
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and Trenton Handicaps, and was second 
in the Puritan Handicap, third in the 
John R. Macomber Memorial Handicap. 
In the Blood-Horse Handicap of older 
horses he was given 117 pounds, even 
with *Babu. Noureddin, and *Petare. 
Last year Greek Star was third in the 
San Gabriel Handicap and was beaten a 
head by On-and-On in the Brooklyn 
Handicap.

or on the dirt. Our Jeep. one of the 
most versatile horses in training today, 
has won in steeplechase and hurdle events.

McCabe Readies His First Turbo Jet 


By Lou DeFichy 


New York. Starting on July 15, turbo 
jet facilities will be available for the first 
time in the shipment of horses. 

The man responsible for this develop- 
ment is John McCabe, 41, of Garden City, 
a man of perseverance who parlayed $500 
and a broken down trucking van into a 
million-dollar horse transportation —busi- 
ness. 

McCabe has contracted with the Flying 
Tigers for a turbo jet (CL-44). The 
cruising speed will be 500 to 550 miles 
an hour, and the plane will accommodate 
22 horses. with personnel. “It will be 
cheaper for owners to ship by jet because 
of the greater number of horses flown 
on each flight.” said McCabe. every inch 
a salesman. 

“Tt will be the only way to fly. No flies, 
air conditioning and just think of the air 
time. You can exercise a horse in the 
morning. and then fly him 1.000 miles to 
Chicago in 3 hours, and run him the 
same day.” 

A flight to California from New York 
will take less than 9 hours. 

McCabe’s outfit has been using 4 planes 
—a C-46 that accommodates 3 horses for 
short hauls. with cruising speed of 200 
miles an hour; a DC-7 and a DC-6 for 
long hauls. with accommodations for 10 
horses and a cruising speed of 350 miles 
an hour; and a Super Constellation (G 


Model). with 10-12 stalls and speed of 
375 miles per hour. 

McCabe said that 75 per cent of the 
horses shipped by air were handled by 
his agency and representatives. “We have 
complete facilities to handle everything, 
including supervisory personnel. We. ar- 
range all the details by teletype, phone, 
and cablegram. No matter where a horse 
ships. we encounter no problems.” 

The going rates? 

Miami to Philadelphia $690, Miami to 
Baltimore $700. Miami to New York $675, 
and New York to Los Angeles $1,380, 
with additional expenses for vanning to 
and from airport and for attendants. 

Charter flights run a little higher: for 
example. Miami to Lexington $2,150, 
Miami to New York $2.356, Miami to Los 
Angeles $5,500. and Miami to Chicago 
$2,519. 

A flight from Shannon, Ireland, to New 
York is $1,061. The rates to New York 
from London, Paris, Frankfurt, and 
Rome vary between $1,171 and $1.427, not 
including the groom. 

How do hormses behave in flight? 

“Not bad.” McCabe said. “Some ship 
better than others. If he is a goof, he is 
one in the van, too. The only trouble we 
might have is with a yearling. They are 
hard to handle because they have never 
been anywhere. 


“Since 1949 only one horse went berserk. 
It was a yearling with 12 others.

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plane’s captain ordered the horse shot. 
We had to do it to protect the other 
horses. He was leaping and ranting like 
crazy.” 

The best shipper was Round Table. 
“Quiet as a dove. never presented a prob- 
lem. Carry Back is a good shipper, too.” 

Horses have padded stalls—3 feet-4 inch- 
es wide and 7 feet long. with a single 
hoop over top of stall to prevent rearing. 
Stalls are larger for broodmares in foal 
and broodmares with foals at side. 

“Surprisingly.” he said. “we have more 
trouble with the lead ponies than race 
horses on flights. I don’t know why. but 
they don’t settle down.” 

McCabe worked 13 years for American 
Airlines as a flight engineer and air me- 
chanic and served 4 years with the Naval 
Air Transport Command. 

Shipping horses by air from’ one 
country fo another does present some 
problems. A horse must be cleared by the 
Department of Customs and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and all arrange- 
ments must comply with the Division of 
Animal Inspection and Quarantine. And 
the groom must be cleared by Immigra- 
tion. 

All horses are insured by Lloyds. For 
example. Carry Back was insured for 
$750,000. 

McCabe's vast shipping empire extends 
to 18 cities in 6 countries in Europe and 
5 in South America. 


A New Hay Grass 


Clair timothy, a new variety, will be 
available for seeding in the fall of 1961. 


Suited for production in the southeastern 
states, this vigorous variety has been test- 
ed by the University of Kentucky’s Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station for 8 years, 
and it has been found to have distinct ad- 
vantages over locally selected strains. In 
comparison with older varieties, Clair 
timothy produced a greater tonnage from 
the first cutting and more growth after 
the first crop was removed. It matured 
about 2 weeks earlier, and it outlived all 
other varieties, which usually produce de- 
pendable yields for about 2 years. 

Timothy is primarily a hay grass, and 
maximum production is obtained when it 
is grown in mixtures with red clover or 
alfalfa. It should be seeded at the rate of 
3 to 5 pounds per acre and covered to a 
depth of about 14-inch. When seeded with 
alfalfa, both the alfalfa and the timothy 
should be seeded on a well-prepared, firm 
seed bed in August or early in September. 

In Kentucky, good stands of red clover 
and timothy have been obtained by di- 
viding the seeding: timothy and small 
grain have been seeded in the fall, red 
clover in the spring. In some instances 
successful seedings have been made when 
both the timothy and the red clover were 
sown in the spring. Ten to 15 pounds of 
alfalfa per acre or 6 to 10 pounds of red 
clover are recommended as a guide when 
seeding with timothy for the production 
of hay. 

Clair timothy seed costs about 50 cents 
per pound. The names of growers ot certi- 
fied seed may be obtained from the Ken- 
tucky Seed Improvement Association, 929 
South Limestone Street, Lexington, Ky.

Misbehavior Off the Race Track 
Grounds for Ejecting a Fan 


But Off-Course Misbehavior 


in Ohio Fails 


To Justify Revocation of Employee's License 


Behavior above reproach while 
attending the races is insufficient 
grounds, in California, to compel 
a race track to refrain from eject- 
ing a person whose behavior away 
from the track is not above re- 
proach. 


Behavior above reproach while 
engaged in activities relating to 
horse racing constitutes sufficient 
grounds, in Ohio, to prevent the 
racing commission from revoking 
the license of a person whose be- 
havior away from the track is not 
above reproach. 


Except for omission of the in- 
troductory and closing paragraphs, 
the following article gives the 
complete report of the Judiciary 
Committee of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commis- 
sioners, as submitted to the 27th 
annual convention of the NASRC 
by the chairman, Judge Garrett 
S. Claypool, of Ohio, at Toronto 
on June 10. 


In the State of Michigan. Honorable 
James H. Inglis, racing commissioner, ad- 
vises this committee of the decision of the 
Supreme Court of Michigan in the case 
of Mount Clemens Harness Association, 
plaintiff and appellee, vs. Michigan 
Racing Commissioner, a state adminis- 
trative officer, defendant and appellant, 
the decision being rendered by Judge 
Kelly of the above named court. In this 
case the defendant, racing commissioner, 
appealed from a lower court decision, 
claiming that the lower court erred in 
ruling that the racing commissioner had 
abused his discretion in denying appellee 
a race track license for harness racing, 
and in issuing a decree which is in effect 
a writ of mandamus against the appellant 
racing commissioner, who is a_ state 
officer. 

In addition to the failure to obtain ap- 
proval of local governing bodies (re- 
quired by Michigan State laws), the 
racing commissioner assigned five rea-

sons why he concluded it would be in the 
public interest, or in the best interest of 
the harness sport to deny the application. 
Briefly stated, his reasons were as fol- 
lows: 

(1) Inadequacy of the proposed track 
to handle normal harness racing crowds 
in the Detroit area, and probable loss of 
revenue to state and to the horsemen. 

(2) Insufficient detailed plans. 

(3) Close proximity to Air Base. 

(4) Applicant’s lack of present control 
of the complete site proposed. 

(5) Apparent lack of financial respon- 
sibility. 

The court substantially stated it did 
not superimpose the judgment of the court 
over the commissioner, and did not de- 
cide or adjudicate on the premise that 
if the court was the racing commissioner, 
the court would have arrived at a differ- 
ent conclusion, but confined itself to 
whether there were reasonable grounds 
sustaining the commissioner’s decision. 
The court concluded that: “There was 
reasonable grounds sustaining the com- 
missioner’s finding that the application 
should be denied.” 

It was held that the lower court erred 
in decreeing “that the defendant commis- 
sioner shall forthwith issue to the plain- 
tiff a license to construct and maintain 
a harness racing plant.” The complete

From the State of Oregon, Honorable 
Scott M. Kelley. special assistant to the 
Attorney General of the Oregon Racing 
Commission. reports that there were no 
major court decisions directly involving 
racing in Oregon, but advises that the 
state steward of Oregon had not been 
rehired for the 1959 season. whereupon 
he sued the commission to compel them 
to show cause why he should not be re- 
tained, the lower court refusing to grant 
the preliminary injunctive relief, and dis- 
missed the complaint. Thereafter the ex- 
steward appealed to the Supreme Court 
of Oregon. which dismissed the appeal 
on the ground it had not been properly 
perfected. Thus, this case was terminated. 


From the State of California, Honorable 
Charles L. Harman, secretary of the 
California Horse Racing Board, advises 
that as of the date of his report, May 15, 
1961, there had been only one court de- 
cision of interest, and states: 


“The case involved the right of patron 
to attend the race track and _ participate 
in pari-mutuel wagering. The ‘Flores 
Case.” as it is now known, went through 
the complete trial and appeal procedure 
in California culminating in the Supreme 
Court decision May 8, 1961. 

“Briefly, the history of the case is as 
follows: On January 22, 1959, Jimmie 
Flores. a convicted bookmaker, was forci- 
bly ejected from a recognized race meet- 
ing at Santa Anita. He filed a complaint 
in the Superior Court alleging wrongful 
ejection and damages for assault and 
battery. The Superior Court held that 
the ejection was proper under the statutes 
of the Horse Racing Law, and that there 
was no jurisdiction to find damages. 

“Flores appealed this decision to the 
District Court of Appeals in that he was 
denied equal access to a place of amuse- 
ment guaranteed by the California Civil 
Rights Statutes on the basis of conduct 
committed at other times and places. The 
District Court of Appeals found in favor 
of Flores. declaring that the classifica- 
tion of persons to be excluded from the 
track appeared to be invalidly broad, and 
that there was a constitutional right to 
attend the track as long as his behavior 
was above reproach while there. 

“This appellate decision resulted in fur- 
ther appeal to the California Supreme 
Court by the respondent, and was also 
supported by amicus curiae briefs submit- 
ted by the California Attorney General, 
and the Federation of California Racing 
Associations. The Supreme Court decided 
unanimously that the statutes passed by 
the legislature and the rules promulgated 
thereunder by the California Horse Racing 
Board were reasonable and necessary for 
the protection of the race-going public. 
The opinion further went on to state: ‘It

GOSHEN KENTUCKY 
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appears to be the almost universal rule 
in the United States that in the absence 
of statute there exists no constitutional or 
common law right of access to race tracks 
or other places of public amusement com- 
parable to the right to accommodations at 
inns. On the contrary, the common law 
right appears to have been one of exclu- 
sion on the part of the race track pro- 
prietor. The above case has, perhaps. 
been oversimplified. but it is a very im- 
portant decision in California racing.” 


In the State of Ohio, there have been 
several decisions of the courts which may 
be of interest. and Honorable John A. 
Hoskins. assistant attorney general for 
the State Racing Commission, has sup- 
plied a brief summary of them. 


Court actions involving the Ohio State 
Racing Commission in 1960 involved 6 
cases. Most of these were appeals from 
commission decisions denying or revoking 


licenses issued by the commission. Prob- 
ably the most important case, however, 
was Ohio Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tion vs. the Ohio State Racing Commis- 
sion, in which an order of the commis- 
sion adopting a new rule was directly ap- 
pealed to the courts. This rule was an 
attempt by the commission to extend the 
insurer principle presently applying to 
owners, trainers, and grooms to cover 
permit holders operating a racing meet 
under permit from the commission. 

The permit holders were made strictly 
accountable as insurers of the condition 
of horses racing on their premises. The 
appeal was taken by several affected per- 
mit holders under provisions of Ohio’s 
administrative procedure act on the basis 
that the rule was unreasonable. The 
essence of the attack on the rule was 
the lack of effective control by the owner 
of the premises over the horsemen and

their associates. 


encourage effective security measures. 
The lower court sustained the permit hold- 
ers and declared the rule to be unreason- 
able and unlawful, limiting the insurer 
principle to those persons with the direct 
right of control over the horses. This de- 
cision of the lower court was upheld 
by the Ohio Court of Appeals. 

Another case of interest was the Ohio 
State Racing Commission vs. Kenneth 
Robertson. This was an appeal from an 
order of the commission revoking appell- 
ant’s license for improper conduct in- 
volving a larceny conviction. The court 
of common pleas had modified the com- 
mission’s order to provide for a suspen- 
sion. On appeal the Court of Appeals 
held that, in interpreting the rule pro- 
hibiting improper conduct detrimental to 
the best interests of racing, the conduct 
under inquiry must have a direct relation 
to horse racing and refused to apply the 
rule to an act of petit larceny committed 
off the track premises. The Court of 
Appeals reversed the modification and 
vacated the order of the commission on 
the basis that as long as a licensee acted 
properly, while engaged in activities re- 
lating to horse racing, his conduct off the 
premises and away from horse racing did 
not constitute grounds for revocation of 
his license. 

The most recent case in Ohio involving 
a permit holder was an original action in 
mandamus in the Ohio Supreme Court 
wherein a corporation which had_ held 
a permit in previous years had been denied 
a permit for 196] as the only dates for 
a meet it would take had been awarded 
to a track with superior facilities. In 
Maumee Downs vs. the Ohio State Racing 
Commission, the Supreme Court denied 
the writ of mandamus which had been re- 
quested on the basis that the commission 
had abused its discretion in denying the 
permit. The court held that the issuance 
or denial of a permit was the exercise 
of quasi-judicial discretion with which 
the court would not interfere. 

The retiring commissioner of West Vir- 
ginia, Honorable James G. McClure, has 
called our attention to the case of Wil- 
liam R. Porter vs. J. A. Eyster, decided 
by the United States District Court for 
Northern District of West Virginia, con- 
cerning which case Judge McClure says 
it is the only court decision he knows of 
covering the question of the right of a 
racing commission to delegate judicial 
or quasi-judicial functions to the Board 
of Stewards, and therefore, he considers 
it a “landmark” in this regard. This Dis- 
trict Court approved the right of the 
commission to so delegate such authority. 
We have no knowledge of any appeal 
from this decision. 
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A tasteful stone marks the grave of

stud barn in 1871, Apparently he was 
not sure with his mares, for he sired but 
few foals and was put back in training 
in 1874: he was started once and finished 
unplaced in a 2-mile sweepstakes at Lex- 
ington in September. 

Although short on numbers (a_ total 
of 12 from his last 3 seasons at Bosque 
Bonita), Enquirer was long on quality. 
His best performer probably was Falsetto, 
champion 3-year-old of 1879, later to sire 
3 Kentucky Derby winners. Enquirer also 
sired Searcher (Leander). McWhirter. 
Lizzie Whipps. Harkaway. Solicitor. Bill 
Bruce. McHenry. Blue Eyes, Goodnight. 
and Pinafore. all considered first-rate 
performers. 

In Falsetto’s year. Enquirer pur- 
chased by Gen. W. G. Harding to stand 
at his Belle Meade Stud near Nashville. 
The best horse sired by Enquirer while 
in Tennessee was Inspector B.. champion 
3-year-old of 1886.

A sharp division in basic philosophy 
and principle within various groups of 
the racing industry now threatens to ex- 
plode into a public melee, to the detriment 
of racing as a whole. : 

Recent widely publicized events in New 
York demonstrate forcibly the differences 
which have arisen among these groups. In 
2 cases wherein a frank stimulant was de- 
tected in the body secretions or excretions 
of winning horses, there was no punish- 
ment except for the forfeiture of purses. A 
closely succeeding incident involving the 
detection of the analgesic Butazolidin re- 
sulted in the suspension of the trainer. 
These cases fell into the pattern depicted 
in a recent issue of The Blood-Horse: 
punishment for stimulation is rare and 
seldom more than a figurative slap on 
the wrist, for the use of Butazolidin, reg- 
ular and severe. 

Those who are concerned with the wel- 
fare of racing must wonder by what paths 
we have arrived at this state of affairs. In 
all the furore which has accompanied the 
arrival of Butazolidin on the racing scene, 
we have somehow lost the ability to 
weigh, debate, and judge fairly the posi- 
tions of all factions in the problems of 
medication to racing Thoroughbreds. We

shall therefore examine this problem from 
its beginning. with emphasis on the role 
of the equine practitioner. 

Until saliva testing was first under- 
taken as a means of “protecting the pub- 
lic interest,” the use of some narcotics to 
stimulate horses was commonplace. At 
that time few veterinarians were occupied 
full time with race track practice. Race 
meetings were fewer and shorter, and race 
horses much less numerous than today, 
and the opportunities for financially re- 
warding practice were limited accordingly. 
With boom times and increased popularity 
of racing, however, equine practice be- 
came more and more attractive, and 
specialists in that field appeared at all 
racing centers. 

Paralleling this expansion came a vastly 
improved veterinary technology, sparked 
by the so-called miracle drugs, the anti- 
biotics. the vitamins, the hormones. the 
cortico-steroids and many other drugs 
which had application in equine practice. 
With this imposing armamentarium of 
medical agents, and with improving sur- 
gical techniques, the veterinarian came 
to be almost as indispensable to the oper- 
ation of race tracks as the jockeys who 
ride the horses. This was because the vet-

erinarian alone had the training, the ex- 
perience, and the equipment to assure the 
owners with heavy monetary investments 
that their would have maximum 
protection against the exigencies of racing. 
Thus it is apparent that the fewer restric- 
tions placed on the equine practitioner, 
the better he can do his job. and con- 
versely, the more regulated his movements 
are. the less satisfactory service can he 
give. This is not to say that the practi- 
tioner should not be subject to regulation. 
just as other groups in racing are. but 
merely to state the principle that. as far 
as is consistent with honest and efficient 


horses 


operation of racing. no uncecessary re- 
striction should be placed on veterinary 
practice. 

As veterinary practice expanded and 
improved on the tracks. so did the ability 
of the racing chemists to detect drugs in 
the urine and saliva of horses. It became 
a matter of course that drugs in common 
usage in ethical veterinary practice could 
be detected, and in this group of “over- 
lapping” drugs we come to the heart of 
our present difficulties. By overlapping 
drugs we mean those agents of proven 
therapeutic value used day in and day 
out by veterinarians in legitimate, ethical 


practice which may under certain condi- 
tions be detected by routine urine and 
saliva tests. The analgesic, or pain-re- 
liever, Butazolidin. is one of these. Other 
examples are strychnine, frequently an 
ingredient in tonics: procaine. which, 
added to an injectable. slows absorption 
and eases pain at injection site: ephe- 
drine. a vaso-constrictor excellent 
nasal spray. Coramine. metrazol. and caf- 
feine are emergency cataleptics. and caf- 
feine a particularly good diuretic. 

This is only a partial list and may be 
readily expanded. Suffice it to say that the 
list is so long. the agents included in it 
of such value to the practitioner, that pro- 
hibiting the use of them is unthinkable. 

Now we can understand why veteri- 
narians are almost without exception op- 
posed to the 48-hour rule. which in effect 
states that the detection of any foreign 
substance in the urine or saliva constitutes 
evidence of “doping.” and further that 
such findings prove that those substances 
were administered within 48 hours of 
race time. 

Besides the fallacies of assumption 
which the 48-hour rule promulgates, it has 
all the bad qualities of any law which is 
unenforceable chiefly in that it breeds dis- 
respect. for law itself. In most states, 
trainers and veterinarians regard it as 
“window-dressing.” for public consump- 


tion only. Ruling bodies publicize the 
clean racing in their states, citing as proof 
the very few cases of doping detected 
while at the same time the 48-hour rule 
is being violated by the administration of 
numerous drugs which the racing chemists 
are unable to detect. The result of the 48- 
hour rule is a frantic search for drugs 
which “do not show.” while therapeutic 
agents with no power to stimulate or de- 
press remain unused on the shelves. 
Protestations that 
not exist are examples of head-in-the-sand 
blindness or arrant hypocrisy. Stubborn 


such conditions do 


maintenance of standards which have 
failed the test of time will not assure 


public confidence. New standards must be 
evolved. realistic but not cynical in na- 
ture. and free from all aspects of hy- 
pocrisy. A definition of what is right and 
what is wrong is called for; the proposi- 
tion that “it’s wrong if it shows” will not 
fill the bill. 

A resolution of the American Associa- 
tion of Equine Practitioners in) Phoenix 
in December. 1960, recommended. prohibi- 
tion of stimulants, depressants. and block- 
ing agents. With that guiding principle. 
racing laws may be formulated which 
will in all ways protect the public interest, 
and restore the veterinary 
medicine to veterinarians.
